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NEWELL HALTS 
STEEL WORK AT 
AIRPLANE PLANT 


Calls Four Engineers Off 
Job at Curtiss-Wright 
Blocking Framework 
Construction. 


Work on erection of the struc- 


tural steel framework of the Cur- 
tiss-Wright airplane factory at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field has been 
halted since Monday, when Joseph 
(Buck) Newell, hard-hitting busi- 
ness agent of the AFL Hoisting 
Engineers’. Union, called four 
hoisting engineers off the job, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 
About 50 other steel erection 
workmen were made idle by the 
strike, it was disclosed by P. H. 
Combs, superintendent for the 
Overland Construction Co. of Chi- 
cago, which, he said, has a $1,000,- 
000 contract for the steel work.

Finland ‘Flagrantly Violated Treaty’ 
Of Peace With Russia, Moscow Says 


Leaders Who “Plunged People Into War 
Against Own Interests” Will Get “Final 
Lesson” From Red Forces. 


MOSCOW, June 26 (AP). — A 
Russian declaration issued tonight 
by Tass, the official news agency, 
charged Finland with flagrant vio- 
lation of its treaty with Soviet 
Russia under German dictate and 
declared the Red army and Red 
fleet would strike heavy blows 
against Finland to end such prov- 
ocations. 

The Russians accused Finnish 
leaders of having taken their na- 
tion into war in violation of basic 
international law and contrary to 
Finland’s own interests. 

The text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

“On June 23 six German planes 
which took off from Finnish terri- 
tory attempted to bomb the Kron- 
stadt area. On June 24 four Ger- 
man planes tried to bomb the vicin- 
ity of Kandalaksha, while in the 
Kuolajarvi area several German 
units attempted to cross the fron- 
tier. 

“These bandit activities of the 
Finnish militarists constitute the 
most flagrant violation of the 
peace treaty between the Soviet 
Union and Finland. The rulers of 
Finland have begun military ac- 
tions against our country. 


“The peace treaty concluded be- 
tween the Soviet Union and Fin- 
land'on March 12, 1940, provides

The first effort will be directed 
at shutting the back door of the 
Western Hemisphere through 
which Germany had been getting 
vital materials.

Manufacturers will be prohibited 
from changing the construction, 
quality or lines of tires and tubes 
except after conference with the 
Office of Price Administration and 
Civilian Supply.

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SENATOR EXPECTS 
EASING OF TENSION

Tydings of Maryland 
Thinks Nazi Attack on 
Soviet Will Prevent Jap- 
an From Moving South. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
A prediction that Germany's attack 
on Russia would immobilize Japan 
at least temporarily and thus ease 
the tension in the Far East was 
made today by Senator Tydings 
(Dem.), Maryland, as congres 
sional leaders gave further study 
to this country’s position. 

Tydings, who is chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Territories 
and Insular Affairs, told reporters 
he thought it unlikely that Japan 
would move southward toward the 
East Indies or become an immi- 
ment threat to the Philippines as 
long as the success of the Nazi 
advance into Russia remained in 
doubt. 

He said that if it became apper- 
ent that the Germans were about 
to score another conquest, Japan 
might join in dealing the death 
blow to Russia and thus free her- 
self of a rear-door check on exX- 
pansion southward. 

For More Aid to England. 

The Senator said it seemed to 
the advantage of the United States 
to bolster the Soviet effort against 
He contended, how- 
ever, that this ought to be accom- 
plished iridirectly by speeding up 
production for the British rather 
than by attempting to send sup- 
plies directly to the Russians. 

Agreeing largely with this view, 
Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
said he thought that help for Rus- 
sia—which he described as “the 
lesser of two evils” when compared 
with Germany—ought to take the 
form of increased production for 
Great Britain.

Foreign Minister Declares 
Treaty Preserved Peace 
in Turkey. 


ANKARA, June 25 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The National Assembly 
unanimously ratified Turkey's new 


friendship pact with Germany to- 
day after Foreign Minister Sukru 
Saracoglu thanked the Nazis for 
accepting a clause safeguarding 
Turkey's treaty obligations with 
Britain. 

German Ambassador Franz von 
Papen, sitting in a diplomatic box 
at the left of the rostrum, smiled 
as Saracoglu declared the pact had 
“won universal satisfaction” and 
“preserved peacé in Turkey.” 

“Germany and Turkey were of 
one mind in working out the ac- 
cord welcomed by all humanity,” 
Saracoglu said after taking note 
of the treaty’s preamble, which 
calls for recognition of other pacts 
signed by Turkey and Germany 
with other governments. 

No one from the British Em- 
bassy was present. 

Turkish newspapers, meanwhile, 
demanded from Moscow an explan- 
ation of a charge by Hitler that 
the Soviet plotted for bases on the 
Dardanelles. 

“We think sufficient time has 
passed to allow for an answer 
from Moscow,” one paper said.

‘WITH THE ARMY IN TEN-

ment for their heavy guns, substi- 
tuted pieces of water pipe and got 
the idea for a sight that hag proved 
more than twice as accurate as 
the instrument they lacked. 

The original sight cost the Gov- 
ernment $6388, while the new one 
can be mandfactured for $6.30 re- 
tail and $5 in lots of 1000, 

The inventors are Capt, Lowell 

G. Bean, Chattanooga (Tenn.) re- 
finery worker, and Lieut: Charles 
K. Yancey, Nashville (Tenn.) phy- 
sician. 
- Lieut. Col. W. Q. Howell, ord- 
nance officer attached to: the Sev- 
enty-fifth Artillery Brigade, said 
the new sight was the most effec- 
tive “I have seen in 22 years in the 
regular army.” 


The invention is constructed of 
two sections of pipe, with a lens 
on each end, and two mirrors fitted 
into openings at the center of the 
pipe.

President Roosevelt proposed to- 
day that Congress authorize spend- 
ing of an additional $300,000,000 on 
defense housing. 

This would double the amount 
approved last October. .In a spe- 
cial message to the legislators, 
Roosevelt suggested early consid- 
eration of his recommendation “in 
view of the urgency of this mat- 


ter.” 

“Data have been presented to 
me,” he said, “which indicate the 
possibility that the Government 
should be prepared to undertake 
the construction of at least 125,000 
additional defense homes between 
now and July 1, 1942. 

“It is thought best, however, to 
limit the additional program to 
$300,000,000 at this time, which will 
permit the construction of approx- 
imately 75,000 houses to fill the 
most urgent present needs.” : 

Of the original $300,000,000 au- 
thorized for defense housing, the 
Chief Executive. said  appropria- 
tions had been made to its full ex- 
tent and practically all the money 
allocated to projects. 

The President emphasized that, 
without housing for workers, in- 
dustries producing ships and planes 
and other defense materials can- 
not function to full capacity. 

He admitted. the difficulty of 
predicting housing needs accurate- 
ly, and said the effect of the de- 
fense program had not yet regis- 
tered fully on the housing market. 

In some instances, Roosevelt 
said, increased sub-contracting and 
curtailment of some types of pro- 
duction for civilian use ‘would 
reduce to some extent the need 
for new housing. But, in many, 
cases, erection of new plants or 
expansion of existing ones, the 
President said, will take place in 
areas not affected by these factors.

WASHINGTON HEARS 
OF NAZI PEACE OFFER

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The 
report that the German Govern- 
ment—through its Ampassador 
Baron Franz von Papen, the Turk- 
ish Government and the British 
Ambassador in Ankara, Sir Hughe 
Montgomery Knatchbull-Hugessen 
—has made an offer to the British 
to call off the present war and 
join in a crusade against Bolshe- 
vism has been denied in Berlin, 
but it fits into the picture of a 
new German appeasement drive so 
well that people here are quite 
prepared to believe it. 

Adolf Hitler has.so consistently 
been able to have his cake and 
eat it—he has, that is, been re- 
warded for postponing his suc- 
cessive grabs—that apparently he 
and his friend, Rudolf Hess, and 
his servant, Dr. Kurt Heinrich 
Rieth, saw no reason why they 
could not continue to dupe certain 
British and Americans and make 
their drive against Russia doubly 
profitable. (Dr. Rieth, in Amer- 
ica as a Nazi commercial agent, 
is ‘among Germans ordered to 
leave by President Roosevelt’s or- 
der last week.) 

‘In recent days there has been 
circulating, around Congress, what 
is believed to be a new German 
peace offer, distinguished, that is, 
from other offers which have been 
more or less constantly passed 
from gullible hand to gullible hand 
at the Capitol. 

Obviously, Congressmen can 
hardly be expected to approve a 
peace that would leave Germany 
in possession of all of Europe. 
What has now been proposed is, 
apparently, the restoration of the 
conquered countries to “complete 
independence,” subject only to 
their willingness to allow Germany 
to “dominate” the area. It is 
clear that it would be much more 
pleasant and profitable for Hitler 
to be assisted by a lot ‘of native 
Quislings than to have all the 
trouble of squeezing “co-operation” 
from the conquered by permanent 
German garrisons and the exer. 
cise of terror. 

But this effort has made no 
‘favorable impression on the Amer- 
ican administration, which con- 
siders that Hitler has duped the 
world often enough. , 

Two days cgo, before he was 
sure of the effect of Hitler’s Soviet 
campaign on the American people, 
Russian Ambassador Constantine 
A. Oumansky was very depressed.

PRESS, SAYS NLRB MAN 


Edwin S. Smith Praises News- 
papér Group’s Defense of 
Civil Liberties. | 


DETROIT, June 26 (AP).—Ed- 
win S. Smith, National. Labor Re- 
lations Board member, told the 
American Newspaper Guild (CIO) 
yesterday that unionization of 
newspaper reporters was not detri- 
mental to a free press. 

Speaking before the annual meet- 
ing of the Guild here, Smith said: 

“The publisher is still free to 
dictate the policies of his news- 
paper and to achieve from his em- 


ployes, organized or otherwise, that 
type of news gathering and report- 
ing which constitutes his own par- 
ticular niche in the general struc- 
ture denominated as a free press. 

“Whether a really free press can 
‘be on the exercises of the 
pro y rights of individual pub- 
lishers is another question. At 
least, that is the type of press 
which exists in our society, and 
experience has proved that the op- 
posing by editorial employes of 
their own property interest in their 
jobs to the property interest of the 
employers has in no way made the 
press less free than it was before.” 

Approving organization of the 
Guild on an industrial rather than 
a craft basis, Smith continued: 

“We live in an economic system 
in which the aggregates of capital 
are continually growing larger. 
The only method by which work- 
ers can confront such vested eco- 
nomic power with any pretense of 
economic equality is by combining 
together to seek bargaining on the 
broadest feasible basis.” 

A publication and: labor press 
committee minority report charged 
today the Guild Reporter no longer 
represented truthfully the Guild 
but. “is concerned definitely with 
the promulgation of the Commu- 
nist party line.” 

A majority report at the conven- 
tion commended the publication 
and said it found “no evidence of 
improper conduct by the Guild 
Reporter.”

If we have less goods’ to consume, it means that we 
will have some form of rationing to limit consumption, 
since it is impossible for people to buy more goods than 
are available. We must choose between three methods 
of limiting consumption: (1) Direct rationing of con- 
sumers purchases by the Government. This involves 
price and wage fixing as well as rationing. That is the 
method used in Germany. (2) Indirect rationing by cut- 
ting the purchasing power of the people. This can be 
accomplished by drastic taxation of consumers. (3) Indirect 
rationing by permitting prices to rise, 


means heavy taxes on consumers, as well as drastic in- 


come taxes. | 
Such a. tax program, paradoxically, won't cut con- 
sumers’ inconfes any more than will inflated prices. But 
such a program will prevent the cost of national defense 
from being itiflated and will raise afi enormous amount of 
revenue to help pay the bill. The result will be smaller 
deficits, 2 lower national debt, and a much less severe 
post-war readjustment. Taxation is the only method by 
which we can pay for national defense. Rationing and 


price fixing can’t pay for anything.

sumer buying. This is inflation. 
Inflation is Nature’s form of ration- 
ing when people have. more money to 
spend and there are ess goods to buy. It 
is an unfair method of rationing be- 
cause it bears most heavily. on those 
least able to pay.

It enormously 
increases the ultimate cost of national 
defense, and thereby increases our an- 
nual deficits, our national debt, and 
enormously enhances the difficulties of 
the ultimate post-war readjustment.

Neither can inflation. In the short run, 
heavy consumer taxation will impose 
no greater sacrifices than rationing or 
inflation, and in the long run it will re- 
quire far less sacrifice, since it is the 
only method of paying most of the cost 
of national defense sew rather than 
leaving it as a grave problem for the 
future. ; 

Have we the courage to face the 
financial facts, or will we merely vastly 
increase our own difficulties and sacri- 
fices by a vain attempt to avoid them?

“PLAYING INTO HITLER'S HANDS.” 


Suppose a. skilled anti-Nezi physician escaped | 
) trom Adolf. Hitler's Europe and entered the United 


States under the legal immigration quota. The 
general shortage of doctors, the entry of many med- 
ical’ men into the armed ‘services and the reeruit · 
ment of others for. war/work in England, as urged 


by President Roosevelt, would seem to make such a 


refugee welcome anywhere in the country.. 


Yet this anti-Nati physician from Europe would | 


find the door closed on him in Itinois—or he will 
if Gov. Green signs the anti-alien bills on his desk. 
But the misguided series of bills sponsored by Rep- 


‘resentative Sam Dale, Fairfield Republican, does 


not stop with doctors. It would prohibit refugees 
from becoming Meensed Illinois nurses, dentists, 


druggists, lawyers, opticians, chiropodists, barbers, | 


beauty operators, architects, veterinarians, insur- 
ancé agents and brokers and real estate dealers. 


‘Indeed, it would make it illegal for a refugee to be- 


comé even a horseshoer in Illinois! 

These bills, it is true, are before Gov. Green with 
such recommendation as topheavy majorities in the 
Legislature might appear to give them. They passed 
the House 107 to 6 and the Senate 34 to 11. Nota 
single vote was cast against them in the delegation 
from the East Side. Representatives. Holten, Wel- 
linghoff and Bowler of St. Clair County all voted 
for them, as did Senator Flagg and Representatives 
Harris and Mueller of Madison County. Senator 
Menges of Hast St. Louis and Representative Daly of 
Godfrey did not vote, but neither did they ‘declare | - 
their opposition. 

Gov. Green might conclude from such majorities 
that these bills represent the sentiment of Illinois 
toward refugees. They may represent some opinion. 
They do not reflect it all, by any means. 

They do not represent the hundreds of persons who 
have written to Springfield to oppose enactment 
as unworthy of their State. They do not represent 
Dean William F. Clark of the DePaul University 
College of Law, who says that “any attempt to limit 
the right to earn a living is thoroughly foreign to 
the spirit of the American Constitution.” 

They do not represent Gen. John V. Clinnin, com- 
mander of the Illinois Reserve Militia and a mem- 
ber of the State Civil Service Commission, who says 


that such restrictions would be a handicap in filling ; 


vacancies caused by the defense program. 

They do not represent Dr. Paul H. Douglas of the 
University of Chicago, who says that this barring 
of refugees would be “playing into Hitler’s hands.” 

They do not represent the Women’s City Club of 
Chicago, which says that “it is contrary to our tra- 
dition and policy to close the doors of opportunity to 
those who have escaped the tyranny of other lands.” 

They do not represent the Decalogue Society of 
Lawyers, which has gone on record with this sound 
statement: “The intended victims of this legisia- 
tion are refugees who have been hounded from 
border to border by an ever-widening barbarism 
which today dominates nearly all of Europe. The en- 
dctment of these bills into Jaw would create disunity 
and ill will among vast sections of the population.” 

They do not represent many other groups and in- 
dividuals whose intense opposition might be cited. 

The present Illinois law on licenses in the profes- 
sions is exactly what it should be. It permits licenses 
to aliens who have applied for their first citizenship 
papers. It should so remain. There is no good 
reason whatever to discourage refugees who come 
to America from making useful citizens of them- 
selves. On the contrary, there is sound cause to 
assist them to the means of becoming self-supporting 
and of being of benefit to those around them. 

The argument that refugees take jobs which other- 
wise would go to citizens weakens under analysis. 
Refugees who are admitted to the professions, such 
as medicine, work in the fields for which they are 
prepared and fn which there now are shortages. 
Thus, competition is kept at a minimum. But if 
refugees are forced out of the professions into un- 
skilled fields, they necessarily compete with citizens 
in work at levels always marked by competition. 

The Dale bills would deprive Illinois of the serv- 
ices of stich distinguished additions to American 
life as Albert Einstein and Thomas Mann, were these 
famous refugees professional men. They would 
mark Illinois as a place which shuts out men and 
women who have come to our shores, seeking democ- 
racy’s protection from repression and hatred. 

Lincoln said: “With malice toward’ none, with 
charity for all...” . 

The Dale bills would repudiate this historic utter- 
ance by the greatest of all Illinoisans. 

That is the choice before Gov. Dwight H. Green. It 
is a choice which calls for a ringing veto. 
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LITERARY-LEGAL NOTE.

DEATH OF A BAD BILL. 

The mortality rate of good bills at Jefferson City 
has been so high that it is a pleasure to record the 
death of a bad one. The House has done well to 
kill the Farley bill to bar strike violence. 

There is nothing wrong with the idea of barring 
strike violence. Terrorism employed by unions is 
as shocking as terrorism employed by industrial- 
ists. But existing laws, such as those on assault and 
battery, are adequate to deal with any instances of 
union violence. To pass additional laws in the 48 
states is to give increased power to men who may not 
use it fairly. 

The Farley bill would have outlawed assemblage 
of strikers near strike-bound plants and would 
have made it a felony to use force or threats of force 
to prevent persons “engaging in any lawful vocation.”

The definition of a “threat of force” is so flexible | 


as to permit abuse of the law by biased officials.

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N Y A CELEBRATES A BIRTHDAY. 

For the National Youth Administration, which was 
created on June 26, 1935, this is more than a birth- 
day. It is a sort of graduation. NYA appears to 
have climbed out of the class of heckled probation- 
ers. It has passed into the company of institutions 
whose works are understood and appreciated. 

For this it can give considerable thanks to the 
defense emergency. Skeptics. once moaned that 
“good tax money” was being spent to “coddle”’ Amer- 
ican youth, Now they see the NYA youngsters mak- 
ing solid contributions to the defense program. 

In its six-year life span, the NYA” has taught 
mechanical skills to thousands of young men and 
women, in and out of our school systems. .These 
skills are now coming into play in a labor market 
where they are desperately needed. 

But the sole contributors are not the ex-NYAers 
who have gone into. the defense industries. Much 
is being done by the present students. The NYA 
workshops are turning out such items as beds for 
the army, steel fences for airports and tool boxes 
for the navy. The St. Louis NYA center, where 900 
young men and women are being trained, will soon 
be at work on tank parts for Rock Island Arsenal. 

On the moral side, far from softening the young- 
sters commitied to its care, the NYA has given many 
of them drive, purpose and self-confidence. Our 
chances of beating Hitler’s revolution: of youth are 
the better for every young man or woman whe has 
been rescued from idleness and demoralization. 
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ALDERMAN AND IRONWORKER. 

The Alderman of tradition is a fat and portly 
personage, whose only exercise is to lift his feet 
off the desk ‘when it is time to trundle home. Alder- 
man Leroy HB. Couplin recognizes that tradition, and 
has broken violently with it. He found himself get- 
ting “fat and flabby,” he says, and sideline oppor- 
tunities aren't what they used to be, now that 
Republicans are running the City Hall. He needed 
exercise and he needed revenue. He disdained the 
gym and the-sure-thing proposition. but in filling 
both his needs betook himself to the hard way— 
his youthful trade of iron worker.

Great Increase in American Arms Production; 
But It Still Is Dangerously Behind Schedule& 


The on 
Public Opinion | 


Year's output of our factories now equals only two months of Nazi 
Europe's volume, officials estimate; our plane record is impressive, 
but ship and ordnance delay cause alarm; we can win Battle of 
Production, writer concludes, but only by vigorous united effort.

armament effort has succeeded in pro- 

ducing a volume of arms that Ger- 
many’s Europe can turn out in less than 
two months, England in little more than 
three. Ships, planes, tanks, guns are need- 
ed in vast quantities. Except for planes, 
these weapons are flowing out of Ameri- 
can factories today in a trickle. 

Facts now coming to light show that 
this country has startlingly little in the 
way of actual war weapons to show for its 
first full year of armament effort. A vast 
program of aid to Britain and armament 
at home is outlined on paper, in appropri- 
ations and in preparation for producing 
weapons. In terms of guns, tanks and ships 
delivered, the record is so meager as to 
be alarming to many officials, 

A few over-all figures give the record. 

Available is 45 billion dollars to spend 


Tem United States in one full year of 


on arms for this country and on aid to’ 


Britain. This includes a two-ocean navy, 
equipment for an army of 1,400,000 men and 
funds being spent here by the British. 

The army, navy and British buyers, in 
one year of effort, succeeded in placing 
contracts for 18 billion dollars of this total. 
American industry, during that same year, 
succeeded in turning seven billion dollars 
of this total into actual production. 

But of this seven billion dollars, less than 
three billions went into guns, aircraft, am- 
munition, ships and the other things that 
represent the shooting instruments of war. 
The remainder went into cantonments, 
clothing, non-military construction and the 
many other activities that go along with 
war preparation in ite smarting phases. 


What this means * ial shown by com- 
parisons, 
Hitler long ago completed the stage of 


‘preparation in his war production effort. 
The industry of Europe that he controls. 


is estimated by Government officials to be 
producing armament today at the rate of 
two billion.dollars a month, or 24 billions 
a year. Britain and her Empire have com- 
pleted their preparatory stage. Its indus- 
try is‘turning out arms estimated at one 
billion a month, or 12 billion a year. 

The United .States, by comparison, 
turned out arms and ships at an average 
rate of $250,000,000 a month during the 
past year and today is turning. out arms 
at a rate of approximately $500,000,000 a 
month, or six billion dollars a year. 

This means: The United States still is 
far behind in the armament race. The 
United States and Great Britain combined 
have a long way to go to catch up with 
Hitler’s Europe. Any reduction in Britain’s 
production, due to air attack, only adds to 
the load on the United States. Yet lartze- 
scale arms production in the United States, 
first forecast for June of this year, now is 
predicted for October and November. 

The problem confronting. the United 
States is to close the gap between British- 
American and German arms production 
and then to go ahead to a superiority that 
will make up for any forced production 
decline in Britain, -This calls for an effort 
that will make the present seem small. 


The record shows how far the United 


a ite is from filling either its expectations 
“Firat, take aiveraft: “Performance of the 


. print stage. 


aircraft industry is by far the most favor- 
able of any armament industry. Starting 
from near to scratch one year ago, this in- 
dustry ended May with a record of nearly 
10,500 military-type planes produced, ap- 
proximately half trainers and half fighting 
craft. The speed with which aircraft 
makers are performing is impressive. 

However: Germany still is far out ahead 
both in capacity to produce planes and in 
planes on hand. She has on hand vast 
stores of aircraft, while British, American 
and Chinese forces still are handicapped 
by scant supplies. This is the penalty of 
a late start. 

* . * 

Next, take shipbuilding: Here the rec- 
ord is far from encouraging. It appeals to 
some important officials as highly distress- 
ing. The reason is that this war may turn 
as readily on an adequate supply of naval 
and merchant ships as on an adequate 
supply of aircraft or guns. 

The: merchant ship program calls for 
705 ships of 5,500,000 tons to be built at 
a cost of $1,500,000,000. This is in addi- 
tion to the two-ocean navy program. In- 
cluded is an emergency program calling for 
quick construction of 442 ships. This 
sounds impressive in figures. 

Actually: The schedule calls for con- 
struction of only 770,000 tons, costing $210,- 
000,000, this year, and 1,760,000 tons, cost- 
ing’ $480,000,000, in 1942, and 2,970,000 tons, 
costing $810,000,000 in 1943, The first ship 
to be delivered under the emergency pro- 
gram is scheduled for November of this 
year. To date, actual expenditure of cash 
on this emergency program is less than 
$10,000,000. 

This record is described by many offi- 
cials as alarming. It suggests preparation 
for 1943 rather than 1941. 

.Ferformance in naval building is better, 
but is not available in detail. 
* * — 


Then, take ordnance: This is the field 
of tanks, guns and ammunition. It is a 
field in which five billion dollars already 
is available for spending and in which huge 
new programs are taking shape. Yet the 
record of actual production is not impres- 
sive; It is represented by an outlay of 
$750,000,000 in the past year. 

The goal, in tanks alone, is 30,000. Light 
tanks now are being produced at the 
rate of 15 a day. First real production of 
medium tanks will start in October. A 
heavy-tank program still is fh the blue- 
The British are in crymg need 
of tanks of any kind. Yet the American 
tank program has tended to coast along. 

An even less impréssive record is found 
in other heavy ordnance. Almost no mod- 
érn anti-aircraft guns have been produced 
in a year of effort. Rifle and machine gun 
production is better. A bottleneck in pow- 
der production is being broken. There re- 


' mains an acute bottleneck in production of 


ammunition for weapons in the modern 
tanks. There aren’t enough shells to sup- 
ply gun@ in the relatively few tanks on 
hand and being built. 

It's the same story concerning anti-air- 
craft weapons for warships. They simply 
are not available and are not being pro- 


duced in quantity. The ordnance’ bottle- 


neck still has to be broken. 
This country is setting out to become 


the “arsenal of democracy.” There is seven 
billiow dollars avaijable as a start. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is prepared to ask Congress 
to appropriate further funds. 

Yet: During its first 90 days of effort as 
democracy’s arsenal, the United States suc- 
ceeded in providing $75,000,000 worth of 
aid to the British and Chinese. This ix 
cluded $65,000,000 worth of equipment ab 


ready on hand and $10,000,000 worth as

that the United States provided to the 
democracies in these three months repre 
sented less than two days of production 
for Germany's Europe. 

All of this means: 
United States, after one year of effort, still 
is only in the starting phases of the task 
of preparing for war.

The flood of war materials, first expected 
for this month, now may start in October. 
Most officials frankly admit, however, that 
it wil] be mid-1942 before the United States 
is showing the world what it can do-if 
really in the mood. 

There was a loss of three months’ time 
between June, 1940, and September, 1&0, 
when industry and Government were argv 
ing about tax laws as they affect new plant 
and equipment built to fill --*---e needs. 

Neither the army nor navy was ready 
with plans for the vast expansion that the 
German conquest of France, Holland and 
Belgium precipitated. Only now is plan 
ning catching up with the requirements of 
American defense on’ modern lines. 

One year after this country started in 
earnest to arm, there still is no ove 
planning and direction. There is a hodge 
podge of organization dealing with defensé 

Severe losses in production of defens 
materials have occurred and are occurring 
as a result of strikes. 

Strikes have had a habit of hitting ke 
defense industries. Every branch of the 
aircraft industry, for instance, has Det 
affected with shutdowns. But strikes are 
just one of the many influences that havé 
served to slow up the rate of the country s 
defense production. :

Punch and Judy Kingdom 
May Join All-Out Defense 


Mobilization of Marionettes Proposed to 
Puppeteers for Entertainment 


and Propaganda.

The fanciful kingdom of Punch 
and Judy was considering mobili- 
zation plans today for all-out aid 
to Uncle Sam in both the -enter- 
tainment and propaganda depart- 
ments of defense. 

Plans for the marionette M-Day 
were laid before the Puppeteers 
of America, now in convention at 
Hotel Melbourne, by Gilbert Law- 
rence of New York, a youthful 
puppeteer with decided views on 
the practical and esthetic aspects 
of miniature thespianism. He be- 
lieves that the wood and paper 
Lilliputians are definitely draft- 
able. 

Lawrence, in a back-stage inter- 
view with a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
put it this way: “The army and 
navy always need relaxation and 
outlets for creative expression. 
Puppets are the answer. But even 
more important, why not take a 
cue from Daumier and post-war 
Czecho-Slovakia?” 

Historic Instances Cited. 

In answering his own question, 
the young puppet master told how 
the French artist Daumier propa- 
gandized against Louis Napoleon 
with a puppet caricature of the 
French tyrant called “Rat-a-poil”— 
Rat Under the Skin. As for the 
Czechs, a wave of puppet propa- 
ganda work in 1918 is often credit- 
ed for being the last straw that 
created a republic, declared Law- 
rence. 

“You just can’t talk back to a 
puppet. It also appears foolish to 
egg an inanimate, even though 
eloquent, object,” said Lawrence, 

His idea is to have the Pup- 
peteers of America act as a clear- 
ing house for the military marion- 
ettes in co-operation with the 
United Service Organizations. 

Lawrence’s references to the 
adaptability of the diminutive en- 
tertainers was. well borne out at 


‘marionettes with smirking faces, 


the convention itself. One large 
room at the hotel is filled with 


daring apparel, bulbous red noses 
and ‘whimsical smiles.. There is 
Teddy Roosevelt, his well-preserved 
teeth prominently displayed, cast- 
ing covert glances at a Fiji Is- 
lander in a grass skirt. 

Artists in Puppetry. 


Rufus and Margo Rose of Water-. 
ford, Conn., probably the top-rank- 
ing artists in the make-believe 
world of puppetry, were in the 
room, and gave a Post-Dispatch 
reporter some of their views. 

Puppetry, they maintained, is a 
legitimate form of entertainment, 
not doll stuff. It is theoretically a 
purer art than physical drama, in 
that the character is not assumed 
by a John Doe with stage makeup, 
but is himself once and. for. always, 
never changing. The tired business 
man who scoffs at.attending a pup- 
pet show, a good puppet show, sim- 
ply has a blind spot in his cultural 
makeup, they declared; a good pup- 
pet show is every bit as entertain- 
ing as a good play, sometimes more 
so if the spectator has imagination 
and the courage to be himself. 


“It won’t be long,” they added, 
“when this country will have regu- 
lar, permanent puppet theaters as 
in Europe. We need them and we 
shall have them for greater cul- 
tural satisfaction.” 


The convention, called the sixth 
annual puppetry festival of the 
Puppeteers of America, will end 
Friday. ‘The program, which be- 
gan Tuesday, includes morning 
and afternoon demonstrations be- 
hind the scenes and evening per- 
formances of recognized puppet 
shows, for which admissions are 
charged, The shows range from 
“The Mouse in -Noah’s Ark” to 
“Cleopatra”—the latter for adults 
only. — *

TT BILLION INCOME 
CREASE FORECAST 


Agriculture Department Says 
1941 Total Is Likely to 
Be 85 Billion. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
A total national income of at least 
$85,000,000,000 for 1941 was forecast 
today by Agriculture Department 
economists, or a minimum increase 
of $11,000,000,000 over last year. 

The economists said it was prob- 
able the 1942 income yould reach 
$92,000,000,000 and that the rate of 
industrial production would be 40 
per cent greater than in the boom 
year of 1929. 

These estimates were contained 
in a special report on the effect 
of the war and the defense pro- 
gram on agriculture, and ‘most of 
the economists’ findings concerned 
the outlook for the farmer, which 
was considered very good. 

Given a continuation of favora- 
ble weather for the rest of the 
crop-growing season and a contin- 
uation of the war, the farmer may 
expect 1941 to surpass 1929 in pros- 
perity, the experts said. 

Their prediction was that 1941’s 
cash farm income would be about 
$10,600,000,000 — $1,500,000,000 more 
than in 1940, 

The economists said a farm in- 
come of $10,600,000,000 would fall 
short of 1929’s $11,221,000,000° in 
terms of dollars, but would surpass 
the latter in purchasing. power. 
They expect the 1941 farm dollar 
to buy at least 15 per cent more 
non-farm goods and services than 
the 1929 dollar did. 

On this basis, they said, the an- 
ticipated 1941 farm income of $10,- 
600,000,000 would buy as much as 
$12,190,000,000 would in 1929.

Mix together all of this, then add 
four cups of milk. Pour the mix- 
ture into a buttered baking dish 
and bake it for three hours at 250 
degrees Fahrenheit. When this is 
cold, a clear amber jelly will be 
found throughout the pudding. This 
may be served with cream. 

Soft Oustard Apple Sauce. 

This combined dessert is easily 
made by pouring soft custard over 
the apple sauce in a casserole, 
then add meringue to cover the 
top, and bake it for 15 minutes at 
325 degrees Fahrenheit.

It is admitted that the newest Nazi 
planes are qualitatively superior 
but “this superiority is not likely 
to prove decisive. The think to re- 
member is that the Luftwaffe can 
at best attain a strength merely 
equal to the Soviet air force.” Rus- 
sia also has nearer-and safer air 
bases for operation against Ger- 
many, Not a single Soviet war in- 
dustry is in German bomber range, 
while numerous German arma- 
ments plants are in Soviet bomber 
range.

' Among those voting against the 
emergency clause were Senator 
Emery W. Allison, representing 
the home district of Treasurer 
Bell; Dick B. Dale of Richmond, 
whose district includes Ray Coun- 
ty, Auditor Smith’s home; Joseph 
G. Lightner of Odessa, who was 
an employe in Auditor Smith’s of- 
fice until he took his seat in the 
Senate; Theron E. Roberts of Dia- 
mond, an employe in Secretary of 
State Brown’s office between ses- 
sions of the Legislature, and Jess 
D. Sexton of Lawson, who resides 
in a county adjoining Ray County, 
but whose postoffice address is in 
Smith’s home county. 

Senator Paul C. Jones of Ken- 
nett, who represents the district 
which included Butler, Brown's 
home county, voted for the bill 
and for the emergency clause. 

Senator Delmar Dail of Marce- 
line, in whose district Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick resides, 
voted for the emergency clause, 
but was absent from the Senate 
chamber when the vote on the bill 
was taken. 

Senator Richard Chamier of Mo- 
berly, representing the district in 
which State Superintendent of 
Schools Lloyd W. King resides, is 
in military service and has been 
absent from the Senate for sev- 
eral weeks.

The near success of the opposi- 
tion to the bill in the Senate makes 
it very doubtful that the measure 
will be passed in the House, not- 
withstanding Gov.

dent of the Illinois Library Asso- 
ciation in 1916 and 1920, and was 
continuously prominent in State 
and national library affairs. At 
the time of her death she was a 
member of the Advisory Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Library, 
the Illinois Lincoln Memorial As- 
sociation, the Illinois Library As- 
sociation, the [Illinois Historical 
Society, the Southern Illinois His- 
torical Society and the Cairo 
Woman’s Club, and was active in 
the Cairo Business and Profession- 
al Women’s Club. 

It was not, however, in these 
wider responsibilities that Miss 
Effie was considered—or consid- 
ered herself—to be most useful. It 


‘was at her desk in the Cairo Pub- 


lic Library that she found her 
greatest fulfillment and her great- 
est happiness. 

There at her desk she was the 
almoner of the library’s riches, but 
greater than all the library had 
to give was her own gift of the 
treasures of her mind and heart 
which she shared with all who 
came knocking at her door. The 
thing that made her eminent and 
caused her to be called the First 
Citizen of Cairo was the devotion 
with which she served, not only as 
librarian, but as counsellor and 
guide to young and old and as 
the fount of information on every 
conceivable subject. 

“See Miss Effie” was the advice 
that was always given to the 
school child or youth who needed 
guidance and the lessons that 
were learned from her were often 
better and more helpful. than the 
schools could give. “Ask Miss 
Effie” was the invariable advice

when information was needed, and 
she supplied it from her well-fur- 
nished mind or from the ‘sources 
that she knew how to find. 

There was no duty. connected 
with her official position that she 
considered more important than 
giving the guidance that was al- 
ways being asked of her. Many 
times each day she turned from 
her work as librarian to answer 
questions and supply information 
which she was under no obliga- 
tion to answer or supply. 

When her telephone rang and in- 
formation was asked, in a sur- 
prisingly large proportion of in- 
stances she was able to give it 
accurately out of the storehouse 
of her memory.: But when she 
did not know the answer or was 
not sure, she would say she would 
look it up and call back. Usually, 
within 15 or 20 minutes she called 
For 20 years, 
day in and day out, that went on. 
Miss Effie was Cairo’s Bureau of 
Information. 


Not only did she answer all the 
questions that were asked, but 
she anticipated them by special 
exhibits that were intended to 
stimulate public interest and at 
the same time answer every ques- 
tion that might be asked. In 
monthly rotation, she greeted the 
birthdays of gutstanding Illinois 
persons and gave information 
about them. Special exhibits were 
arranged for current events. The 


last one she made was for Deco- 
ration day, honoring Cairo’s- soldier 
dead. 

On the appearance of the book 
called “Maud,” written by Maud 
Rittenhouse, a former Cairo resi- 
dent, she spent several months col- 
lecting material related to the book 


-and its era. On her own initiative 


she conducted regular story tell- 
ing hours and introduction-to-books 
hours for children and a free 
summer vocational guidance 
school. In addition, she conducted 
classes for her assistants to in- 
crease their efficiency.
